The Session and Ms Fruits. 



The first session of the firflt Logfslax 
tlvo Assembly of tho Paoific Province 
ot tho Dominion began on thel5lh Feb • 
rnary, and will end to-day, — two 
monthf, loss font dayfli Speaking 
generally, tbe now House Las exiiibited 
a very respectable amount of debativo 
ability and iegislative c^paoity and has 
folfilled the expectations (omeA by those 
who bavo loni; contended that tho peo- 
ple of Briiish Columbia were quite fit 
to nndertaka tho manoRomont of their 
own local affairs. Whatever approhcii- 
Blona may have been cntortainod by 
fiomo on this point mast havevatiisbedt 
When oontendivg for Ecfiponeible 
G^ovornraent, its advocates claiiDcd that 
the inauguration of that form of admin - 
istratioii would bring to tho front talent 
hidden under the buehi)! of tho doppoiio 
flyeteni, and tbe exifteace of which 
few realized. We veotore to think that 
the eeBsion now drawing to a close has 
verified tbe oorrectneBs of that position. 
Tbe new House, we have been aseorod 
over and over again by gonllomen com- 
potent to form a correct opinion, and 
who opoak from personal observation, 
woaUi have noocoaiiion to sbriok from 
acomparison with the Oatario Honsc. 
It is not in a boastful spirit Ibnt 
those observationB aromado; but in 
jastica to tho Pacific Provinoo, and in 
jaBtificatiou of tho position maintained 
for more than a decade by tbiti 
paper; viz, that the people of British 
Colombia posaefsed thoRS qaalitiFS rssectial 
to Ralf-govetnaient in q hisihar decree ihan 
oide! comiauiii-.lss. Wb^n i'. 's ramember- 
fld that tbiis Province paesed wuli a aiDglo 
bound from ihe condition of a Crown Coloriy 
to that of a free, eolf-BOverniDg community, 
Bod tbut t^B Dew Cabioot and the new Hoqbs 
bad, Id tbe short space sllotledi to create, 
organize, end art in lUDlion, it must bfi ad- 
mitted tbot ihe result, trkon as a wholp, ij 
calealated to gratify the friendg and raa'sare 
the enemies of the new system. Therewere 
those who regarded tbe ohanES ns "a leap in 
the dark;" but it b?H proved ta ba a leap out 
of the darkoeES and boBdage o( despotism 
and, we fear we miiBt add, corroption, iato 
tbe light and libeity of true Brit'ah freedom. 
We woold not wisb to bo uodeistjod 
plooiDg our seal ot approbation upon every 
act of tbe QoveromaBt aed of theLegislature. 
Mistakes there bava aodoubtedly been; bat 
lalciDg Ihe policy of tbe Govoroment 
and the work of the Lepislature as a wbole, 
we taaft regard tha grcss result with BtttLs- 
faotioD and conpliment tho Couotry tbere- 
upon. Let us glance at tha froil.s , Id nddi- 
tion to Ihe cameroue reBolulioi n and addrcss- 
ea wbiob have been passed, some of them 
bearing npon Federal qnesiiors of vital im- 
poittDce to tbe Province, tbe followini;: Bills 
bava been passed, viz, tbe SlatoteR loierpre- 
tttioD, Demise of Crown, ^Bgeratdy Pfivi> 
leges, Civil L'st Rejiieal,Ootl'8 toWiinfsM h, 
Consolidated Revenue, Nctariea Public, 
Road Amendmeit, Lunacy Jur's-iiciion, 
Civil OificeraSecDrity, JnEtioes and Coror)crB, 
EzecDiive OfBcers Titlep, Naval sod Military 
Tilled, Jary Verdict, Election Regnlation 
AmendroeDt, Public Enquiry, Common 
Scheols, Mining Law Aoaeudment, Il:nd 
Tolls Abolition, Breeding Stocl', lit state 
Estate Fees, Adoptico of Canadian Cus oirs 
TariCT, Providing a third Puinne Jnd^p, 
Benderiog lepiiioiaie children born out ol 
wedlock in certain case^, ExieriBion of 
Electoral Francbife, i/jrtiiiRo Kiplaniiory, 
Pnblio Works, County Courts, Regiatratioa 
of Births Deaths and Marriage?, lohoriiBnoe, 
Ameodosent of Schedule A of Con»iitution, 
Uunioipvl eyft-m, LandChusce, Game, Ad- 
naitiistration of Juktice, Foreign Companies 
Registration, Supply, Wild Land Tds, Real 
Estate Tax Li^t Relief, Corsiiiution Arnend- 
ent, Circuit Courts. These Bills, forty io 
nnmbor, conalituie only a part of ilie work ol 
the session, and many ol them boar the im- 
prete of a liberal and progressivo spirit of 
Reform. Tabe, for ioctinoe, tbe QaaliOca- 
tlon of Voters Bill, which invitee every bona 
fide resideLt British sohjsct to lake an active 
part in tbe srei.t work ol rcll-^ovornmt.'r.t; 
ihe School Bill, which places a Irtc educa- 
tion within reach of ovary child in the land; 
tbe Muuieipal Hill, which enables crery aei- 
tlemeot to managQita own local aETaire, and 
thna educate the people in the art of aeir-j:ov- 
erament; the Inhorltsnce Bill, which divides 
equally amongst Ihe children or nearejt of 
kin Ihe property nf pf:rsnr!B dvins intestate: 
Ihe lioad ToIIj Kcponl Hill, which throws 
open Ireotia tbo hit;li aeas to all comprg tbe 
niaia track road o( tha I^rovinc'; und, lael 
bat not least, tbe Tarill Bill, whioh gives the 
people tree bread, and relitves them of an 
annual Federal tax of one hundred Ihousind 
dolliuH Q ynar. Thcfo two h-sl mcntiunod 
meaBuroa al'ine rciiev.; the cniiulry ol an av- 
DDbI taxation of ore hiimirod r.nd fifty tlioHB- 
and dollars,— a relief which t o peuplo will 
know bow to appreciate. We congrntulut' 
tbo country upon tbo lioila of tbe tir't sesKion 
of ibe Urtt free Parliament oo tbe British 
Pacifie.
